A., the 
slayer William E. Annis, and _ his 
brother, Thornton Jenkins MHains, 
‘writer of popufar sea stories, who aided 
him, passed in and out of the Long Island 
City Court yesterday, just they had 
done the day before. 

During the night they slept 
and 24 of the County Jail, according 
Capt. Hains, ‘‘as soundly before 
in their lives.”” They ate and enjoyed the 
breakfast of meat balls, potatoes, bread 
and butter, and coffee, which was served 
to them in their cells from the jail res- 
taurant. Then, in the same clothing and 
soiled linen they have worn since last 
Saturday, they climbed into the jail 
wagon and were driven along crowded 
Jackson Avenue half a mile to the court, 

The prisoners -were kept out of sight in 
the ‘“‘pen” at the side of the courtroom 
for twenty minutes, while Magistrate Gil- 
roy heard several cases of petty theft and 
drunkenness. Then the court clerk cailed 
their names, and a way being made for 
them by a big policeman, the two unin- 
teresting figures hurried forward and 
lined up on the bridge. 

At sight of them every spectator in the 
courtroom must have felt a sense of dis- 
appointment. The crowd had come ex- 
pecting to see an erect, dignified military 
expert and a cultured novelist. What 
the crowd actually did see in Capt. Hains 
Was a nervous, bent, mincing figure, with 
a face utterly devoid of character. The

Policeman Baker took charge of Gen. 
Hains, father of the prisoners, brought 
him forward from his place among the 
spectators, and found a seat for him near 
the Magistrate’s bench, where he could 
listen to the proceedings. 

Delay in Police Court. 


There was another delay of fifteen min- 
utes while Weldon C. Percy, counsel for 


™'ie “Brothers, held a consultetion in an- 


other room with District Attorney Dar- 
rin. Percy is not a criminal lawyer, and 
wanted to postpone the police court exam- 
ination until his clients could have the 
benefit of an expert in that line. 

“This case is adjourned until Aug. 24, 
by agreement of counsel. The prisoners 
are meantime committed to the county 
jail,” the Magistrate then announcéd. 

“I'm not in the habit of trying criminal 
cases,” Mr. Percy explained afterward. 
‘“*T don’t mean to let my clients run the 
slightest risk. We wiii setiie on a crimi- 
nal lawyer between now and next Monday, 
No plan of defense nus yet been decided 
on, but of course Mrs. Hains’s wriften 
confession as to her relations with Annis 
will be one of the bases of it.”’ 

The prisoners were hurried out into the 
street again, and, handcuffed together, 


with troops of children racing at their 
heels and cameras snapping at them, they 
were taken to the street corner half a 
block away, where they returned to the 
jail by means of a Jackson Avenue Car. 
There they were placed in a patrol wagon 
and driven over to Brooklyn Police Head- 
quarters to be measured and photo- 
graphed for the Rogues’ Gallery. 

Capt. Hains was the first to get out of 
the wagon. He was handcuffed to Police 
Lieut. Carter, and immediately following 
him came his brother, Jenkins Hains, 
who was handcuffed to Detective Dennis 
Cahill. They were taken to the top floor 
of the Headquarters Building, where the 
photographer was waiting for them. The 
prisoners had nothing to say to the police 
on the way from Long fsland City, and 
talked little to each other. 

Not Interested in Their Ordeal. 

They apparently took little interest in 
the ordeal they were going through until 
it came to the taking of their finger- 
prints and measurements. T. Jenkins 
Haing watched the movements of the 
police while they were taking the finger 
prints of his brother, and finally asked 
the latter if finger prints were taken in 
the military service. 

The photographing and measuring of 
the prisoners occupied a full hour. Fen 
the brothers .were handcuffed to the 
detectives agaih, and the return trip to 
the jail in Long Island City was begun 
shortly before 8 o'clock. 

District Attorney Darrin made it clear 
that the two brothers will be brought to 
trial for the murder of Annis without loss 
of time. 

**In the regular course of procedurm,” 
said Mr. Darrin, ‘‘ the brothers, after be- 
ing held for trifi in the police court next 
Monday, would be indicted by the October 
Grand Jury and tried some time in De- 
cember in the County Supreme Court. 
Hut their case happens to be the culmi- 
nation of an acute situation in our offite. 
We have five other homicide cases to 
clear away. I shall find out to-morrow 
whether I cannot get the Governor's per- 
mi@sion to have a special Grand fare 
Grawn which will indict the Hains broth- 
ers next month. At the same time I shall 
try to obtain an order for a special term 
of the Queens County Supreme Court. If 
I am able to do these things the trial of 
the Hains brothers will begin within a 
month.”’ 


District Attorney Getting Evidence, 
, Mr. Darrin spent yesterday afternoon 
at the Bayside Yacht Club, with As- 
sistant District Attorney Toughy, taking 


* photographs of the scene of the shooting. 


Capt. Ruthenberg of the Flushing Police 
Station, where the Hains brothers were 
taken after the shooting, is collecting af- 
fidavits and statements from eye-wit- 
nesses of the shooting. This is all the 
evidence to be presented by the District 
Atorney in the Police Court examination 
on Monday. 

Lawyers and police officials pointed out 
thatethe action of the defense’s counsel 
in refusing to waive the perfunctory po- 
lice -court examination is significant. Ac- 
ene to them it shows that the ac- 
cused brothers mean to fight every step 
in the trial and take advantage ot every 
technicality to delay the proceedings, 

That Annis received threatening or 
warning letters before his death there is 
good reason to believe, despite the fact 
that District Attorney Darrin denied ‘any 
knowledge of them. Coroner A. 8S. Am- 
bler insists that such letters will turn 
up in proper time. He thought that they 
had been turned over to the District At- 
torney. 7

WIFE SAVES HUSBAND'S LIFE. 


Beats Out Flames with Bare Hands 
While Others Flee in Terror.

JERSEYVILLE, IUll., Aug. 17.—While 
the other guests, men and women, fled 
in terror, Mrs. Edward B. Griggs of Jer- 
seyville, Ill.,-dragged her husband from 
the blazing Otter Creek Clubhouse, on the 
Illinois River, near Hardin, to-night, and 
with her bare hands beat out the fire that 
was flaming his oil-saturated “Clothes. 
Griggs was burned from head to foot, and 
his injuries are believed to be fatal. 

The exclusive Otter Creek Clubhouse, 
which is the property of Charles W. 
Nugent and other wealthy St. Louisans, 
was Completely destroyed. The loss is in 
the neighborhood of $10,000, 

The fire occurred shortly after 6 o’clock, 
while Griggs with a number of other 
guests, half of whom were women, who 
had been fishing and boating all after- 
noon, were preparing to sit down to 
supper. 

The club house is without electric and 
gas connections and Griggs was carrying 
@ kerosene lamp to the table 
others were seated. As he 
dining room Griggs tripped on a rug and 
fell. The lamp fell to the ground and ex- 
ploded, throwing burning oil around 
room, The greater part was spattered 
over Griggs himself and all his clothes 
were soon ablaze, The fire in the mean- 
time had spread to the furniture. 

The women fled out on to the bank of 
the stream, two of them nearly losing 
their lives in the Illinois River in an ef- 
fort to escape. The men also ran from 
the burning building. Mrs. Griggs, how- 
ever, seized hold of her husband who was 
rolling about on the floor and dragged 
him out of the house. She was beating 
out the*fire with her hands when Albert 
Hall came to her assistance, and between 
them the fire was put out.

self and a close watch was kept on him 
for a time. 

It is vividly recalled here, however, how 


devoted his beautiful young wife was to| 


him throughout his trouble. Mrs. Hains, 
then barely out of her ‘teens, was his 
constant attendant, day and night, and 
never for an instant would she allow him 
out of her sight. 

After a time the feeling against Hains 
became so pronounced that he and his 
wife decided to leave Baltimore. In a 
small yacht they made the inland passage 
from this city to Florida, and it was on 
this trip that he wrote ‘‘ The Windjam- 
mers.”’ 

“T am not surprised to learn that Jen- 
kins Hains had a hand in the murder his 
brother committed, and I only thank God 
that his wife has been spared this long, 
said a woman member of society to-day. 
“He was cruel to her and ruled her with 
a rod of iron. I lived in the same house 
with them, and I know how he tyrannized 
over her. He was a coward of the most 
pronounced type, as one instance will 
prove. We were all seated in the drawing 
room of the house in which we lived one 
evening, when the lights went out. The 
room was in total darkness for perhaps a 
minute. 

“When the lights flashed up again we 
noticed that Jenkins Hains had left his 
seat, and, crossing the room to his wife’s 
side, had seized her hands, and there he 
stood, with blanched face, his eyes staring 
and beads of perspiration standing out on 
his forehead, He was in a frenzy of fear. 

‘When we questioned Mrs. Hains about 
this strange incident a day or two later 
she explained that her husband had been 
the victim of a cruel joke perpetrated by 
his nurse when a child, and had never 
been able to overcome his fear of the 
dark. We who knew that he had shot and 
killed Ned Hannegan were inclined to at- 
his cowardice more to a guilty 
conscience than anything else.’”’

THE PEOPLE WILL RULE 


Gamblers and Certain So-Called Lead- 
ers His Only Opponents, He Declares 
—Turndown Would Hurt Taft. 


Jacob Gould Schurman, President of 
Cornell University, in a statement made 
public yesterday, replied to a number of 
newspaper and other inquiries regarding 
his attitude on the Gubernatorial nomi- 
nation in connection with which his name 
has been mentioned, by declaring that in 
his judgment Gov. Hughes was the only 
man for the Republican party to nomi- 
nate. Here is the statement in part: 

“In my judgment there is only one man 

for the Republican Party to nominate for 
Governor this year, and that man is 
Charles E. Hughes. He has already 
shown himself In office a wise and effi- 
cient Executive, a faithful supporter of the 
Constitution, a just and fearless adminis- 
‘trator of the laws, a resolute defender 
| of the rights of the people against every 
|form of financial or political usurpation 
and domination, and a _ constructive 
statesman who, regarding only principle 
and scorning self-seeking expediency, has 
carried through great measures of reform 
for the better protection of the rights, lib- 
; erties, and interests of the people and the 
‘safeguarding and strengthening of our 
|system of popular government, 

‘*In his speech of acceptance Mr. Bryan 

; asserts with emphasis that the primary 
| and fundamental issue in the present cam- 
;paign is this: Shall the people rule? 
juan in no small degree to Gov. 
Hughes, the hindrances which impeded the 
sovereign rule of the people have in large 
measure been removed in the State of 
New York. The deliberate will of the 
people is, if anywhere, expressed in the 
Constitution which they solemnly adopt- 
| ed, That Constitution forbids public 
|gambling. Gov. Hughes, in securing the 
|enactment of a law to carry that prohi- 
| bition into actual effect, not only ob- 
| served his oath of office, but obeyed the 
deliberately expressed command of the 
people 

* Again, the control by the people of the 
public service corporations is the prin- 
cipal plank in the platforms of both the 
great National parties. But Gov. Hughes 
is the author of an epoch-making statute 
which already gives the people of the 
State of New York control of their rail- 
way and other public service corpora- 
tions, aud if the telephone and telegraph 
companies have not yet. been included 
within the purview of this statute, that is 
because the Governor’s recommendations 
to that end were not adopted by our last 
Legislature. 

‘*It remains, indeed, to put ‘the people 
on top’ in politics, to free them from the 
domination of political machines, which, 
while useful as servants, are highly ob- 
jectionable as masters and despots.

BRYAN SILENT ON KERR. 


Refuses to Comment on Alleged $200,- 
000 Contribution—Raps Van Cleave. 


Special to The New York Times. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Aug. 17.—W. J. Bryan 
refused to-day to discuss the statement 
printed in Pittsburg that National Com- 
mitteeman James Kerr would make a 
$200,000 donation to the National cam- 
paign fund to pay the Democrats for plac- 
ing him on the committee. Mr. Bryan 
said he did not believe the story, but 
were it true, he is not in a position to

The Governor would not disclose the 
name of the man he intends to appoint 
Commissioner, and the meeting over, the 
counsel and Sheriff returned immediately 
to Saratoga. 

Ex-Senator Edgar T. Brackett, counsel 
for Sheriff Bradley, declared Dr. Laid- 
law’s charges to be a string of legal con- 
clusions, and requested the Governor to 
compel the complainant to file a bill of 
particulars. This was denied by the Gov- 
ernor, who said that the complainant 
might name the Saratoga hotels where 
bookmaking was permitted. Thereupon 
Louis Marshall, counsel for Laidlaw, an- 
swered that the Sheriff had permitted 
bookmaking {n the United States, Grand 
Union, Congress Hall, and Worden Ho- 
tels. Mr. Brackett wanted further spe- 
cific instances, but the Governor thought 
the complaint sufficient, for Sheriff Brad- 
ley had denied the charges, and it was 
now a matter for a Commissioner. 

The Governor declared that every op- 
portunity would be given the Sheriff to 
defend any accusations with witnesses. 

Mr. Brackett took another tack, alleging 
that the complaint was unverified. The 
Governor thought such a course unneces- 
sary, that it added nothing to the charges, 


Sheriff Bradley’s Answer. 


Sheriff Bradley’s answer follows:

Fourth—Denies that he has permitted 
bookmakers, or any bookmaker, to employ 
agents for the solicitation of business, and 
denies that he has ever permitted any per- 
gon to carry on solicitation, openly or 
otherwise, 

Fifth—Denies that he has allowed book- 
makers, or any bookmaker, to record wagers 
on any race about to be run. 

Sixth—Denies that he has permitted any 
bookmaker to recelve money wagered on any 
race about to be run. 

Seventh—Denies that he has allowed book- 
making to go on in the hotels of Saratoga, 
.or on the race track at Saratoga, or else- 
where. 

Eighth—Dentes that any action on his part 
or any failure or absence of action on his 
part has been subversive of the purposes of 
the Penal Code, or otherwise than active en- 
forcement of said statute, and alleges that 
as to whether the grand stand and field 
have been at any time filled with book- 
makers prosecuting their business, he has 
no knowledge or information sufficient to 
form a belief. He further alleges that if 
any infraction of the said statute has been 
made by any person, it has been done with- 
out his knowledge or consent, and in spite 
of his earnest efforts to discover and pre- 
vent it. 


Diligent in His Duties, 


Ninth—Alleges that he hae at all times 
diligently performed the duties of his of- 
fice, according to the best of his knowl- 
edge and ability. That before the com- 
mencement of the race meeting for the sea- 
son of 1908, at the track of the Saratoga As- 
sociation, at Saratoga Springs, N. Y., he 
made diligent effort to inform himself as to

that he instructed them carefully tn their 
duties as defined by the courts, In the prem- 
ises, and instructed them to inform them-

Two hundred troopers and cavalry hur- 
ried to the spot. 

A fire started in the negro quarter in 
the First Ward at 11:30. 

Another Death. 

One more victim was added tothe death list 
of Springfield mobs to-night, when G. W. | 
Scott succumbed to a gunshot wound in 
the lungs sustained Friday night. Scott's 
death is the fourth chargeabie to the dis- 
order in the “black belt,” near Twelfth 
and Madison Streets. It was there that 
the hunted negroes made their stand, 
firing on the mob from windows and 
roofs. 

Another death is expected momentarily. 
W. H. Bowes, chief clerk in the County 
Treasurer’s office, is slowly sinking from 
the effects of the bullet wounds and the 
beating which he suffered at the hands 
of negroes Friday night. Bowe’'s friends 
have warhed the authorities that he will 
be avenged, and his death will cause a 
redoubling of vigilance by the troops, 

Gov. Deneen to-night issued six procla- 
mations, one for each violent death dur- 
ing the riots, offering a reward of $200| 
for evidence which would lead to the con- 
viction of the guilty persons.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 17.—Racea 
troubles have broken out in the mining 
district near Jellico, Tenn. To-night sev- 
enty-one armed negroes, strongly fortl- 
fied in a commissary house, are gurround- 
ed by a band of 200 white miners and 
mountaineers, who are threatening to at- 
tack them. 

Sheriff J. F. Huddleston of Campbell 
County, Tenn., had just reached the 
scene, and is summoning a posse to pro- 
tect the negroes. But the whites are 


slow in answering the call, and not more 
than fiftr Deputy Sheriffs and civilians 
have started for the scene. It is feared 
that aid will have to be asked of Gov. 
Patterson, 

The trouble started over a determination 
of the Kings Mountain Coal Company to 
work negro miners with whites in its 
mines between Jellico, Tenn., and Middles- 
boro, Ky. The negroes have been there 
nearly a menth, and the whites have 
been threatening them.

It is this latter phase of the investiga- 
tion which is expected to cause some gsen- 
sations when the Grand Jury makes its 
report. 

Altogether some fifty or more cases will 
be brought before the jury, and if the ex- 
pectations of the State’s attorney are ful- 
filled several hitherto respected citizens 
will find themselves called upon to face 
serious charges in the Criminal Court. 


More Troops Not Needed,

After a consultation 
between the leaders of the mob this sug- 
gestion was adopted and the crowd went 
home. 

White stayed at the Jail with several of 
his men all night, fearing there might be 
more trouble, Everything remained quiet, 
however. Early in the day he sent for 
Justice of the Peace Hendrickson, and to- 
gether they went to the chateau. They 
got all the story they could from the 
woman, and then returned to the jatll, 
where the Justice signed papers, holding 
the negro without ball to await the result 
of Mrs. Gervasinni's injuries. A strong 
guard was kept at the jail all day, 

At dinner time, when the employes of 
the chAteau were sure to be occupied, the 
Constable drove with the negro In a closed 
carriage to the railroad station. They 
took a roundabout route and arrived just 
as the train for .Riverhead pulled in. 
White turred the rig over to one of his 
men, who was waiting for him, and 
jumped aboard the train with his man.

millions in getting 
pure drinking water or in purifying con- 
taminated supplies by means of great 
filter beds, and the banishment of that 
one disease from any city would be con- 
sidered a profitable result of almost any 
necessary expenditure. It was discovered 
some time ago, however, that in several 
towns the substitution of pure for impure 
water has been followed by a larger de- 
cline-in the total death rate than would 
have been effected by diminution or elim- 
ination of typhoid mortalities alone, and 
this has led ALLEN Hazpn to formulate 
the theorem that for every death from 
typhoid fever avoided by the purification 
of public water supplies, two or three 
deaths from other are also pre- 
vented. This view, of course, strengthens 
the old arguraent in favor of guarding 
city water with scrupulous care and in 
equal proportion increases the amount 
that can judiciously and economically be 
expended in doing &t. W. T. SEDGwIckK 
and Scort MacNutt of the biological de- 
partment, Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, have been investigating this 
matter, and in a communication to Science, 
the organ of the America Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science, 
they state that Mr. Hazren’s theorem has 
been verified by their observations. They 
made a statistical study of the influence 
of the purification of polluted water sup- | 
plies in Lowell and Lawrence upon the 
total death rates, and checked the result 
by comparison with similar data from 
Manchester, N. H., a city of the same 
class. They found that while the decline 
in total death rate was to a large extent 
accounted for by the decrease in typhoid 
deaths, yet a still greater part of the de- | 
cline was due to a diminution of deaths 
from other causes, among which pulmo- 
hary tuberculosis, pneumonia, and infan- 
tile mortality were prominent. In conclu- 
sion the writers of the article, as prelimi- 
nary to further discussion of this impor- 
tant subject, ask these significant ques- 
tions: 

To what is this remarkable result of the 
substitution of pure for polluted water 
due? Is the marked decline in the total 
death rate attributable simply to cessation 
of iftfection; or is it due to some enhance- 
ment of vital resistance; or is it due to the 
co-operation of these factors? In other 
words, must pulmonary tuberculosis, pneu- 
monia, infant mortality, &c., be added to 
the list of water-borne diseases, or does the 
use of impure water depress the vital re- 
sistance of the human organism?

Over 1,000 a day has been the average 
number of mothers and babies and little 
children carried on the Floating Hospital 
of St. John’s Guild this Summer, or an 
increase in the average number for last 
season of over 200.

ROOSEVELT FAVORS 
FILIPINO FREEDOM 


Tells Island Assembly Leader 
Natives Should Be Ready for 
* Independence in 20 Years. 


TAFT ARRANGED MEETING 


Told President by Direct Wire Con- 
necting Hot Springs and Oyster 
Say—Filipinos.for Taft. 


Special to The New York Times. 

OYSTER BAY, L. IL, Aug. 17.—Presf- 
dent Roosevelt to-day told Senor Manuel 
Quezan, leader of the Nationalist Party 
in the Philippine Assembly, that he is in 
favor of granting independence to the‘ 
Filipinos within the next twenty years. 
By that time Mr. Roosevelt thought the. 
Filipinos would have advanced far enough 
to be able to work out their own destiny. 

Senor Quezan came to this country three. 
months ago to ask the President to do 
omething to stop the American invasion | 
of the conquered islands, and he returns 
with the assurance that his countrymen 
will be protected as much as possible from 
the inroads of American business and 
political activity. 

It developed from Senor Quezan’'s visit 
to Oyster Bay to-day that the President 
has a direct wire running to Secretary 
Taft’s headquarters at Hot Springs. The 
President had the special wire installed a, 
few days ago, and there is scarcely a po- 
litical move of any importance made by. 
the Republican Presidential nominee that 
the President does not first know all 
about it. Senor Quezan’s interview with. 
the President to-day was arranged over 
this private wire by Mr. Taft, and it is 
of political significance as forecasting the 
attitude of the Taft administration to- 
ward the Philippines. 

“I was in Hot Springs on Saturday, 
where I saw Mr. Taft, whom I had met 
several times in the Philippines,” sala 
Senor Quezan to-day. “I told Mr. Taft 
that I would like to speak with the Prest-- 
dent regarding what concessions in the 
way of business and politics the Filipinos, 
might expect, so that I would be able to. 
give the members of the Assembly there 
a message from the President at first. 
hand. 

“The President assured me to-day thag 
he was in favor of giving all possible con- 
cessions to the natives who are able to’ 
carry out improvements. 

; “But the best message I can take back 
}to my people from the President is his 
assurance that he hopes to see the islands. 
absolutely independent within the next, 
twenty years.

Lee De Forest Declares His In- 
vention Surpasses the Lat- 
est French Device. 


CARRY VOICE 500 MILES 


Expects to be Able to Transmit Grand 
Opera Many Miles When Sta- 
tlons Are Equipped. 


Lee De Forest, the American inventor of 
thé wireless telegraph and telephone sys-~- 
tems which bear his name, said yesterday 


that 810 miles, the distance over which | 


Lieutenants Colin, Jeance, and Mer- 


cler of the French Navy were able to 
talk by means of their wireless system, 48 
related in a dispatch from Paris to THE 
Times yesterday, was not the world’s 
record, but that he still held it, having 
at a distance of 500 miles. 
ye eet my apparatus in the Hiffel 
Tower in Paris only @ few months ago, 
and my voice and the words I uttered 
could be distinctly heard at Marseilles, 
more than 500 miles away,” he said. “I 
do not wish to detract from their achieve- 
ment, but my apparatus still has a record 
of 150 miles in excess of theirs, though I 
believe their mechanism is very similar to 
mine.”’ 

Mr. De Forest said he had practically 
completed his central station on the roof 
of the Terminal Building, 103 Park Ave- 
nue, and that successful tests had been 
made with ships in the harbor and short 
distances at sea which were equipped with 
his apparatus. 

The roof of the Terminal Building, 
twelve-story structure, is 130 feet from 
the sidewalk, and the mast rises an addi- 
tional 120 feet, giving the station a van- 
tage of 250 feet. 

This is the first station of the kind es- 
tablished in America, but men were sent 
out yesterday to select sites for similar 
stations at Bridgeport, New Haven, and 
New London, Conn.; Boston, Mass., and 
Portland, Me. 

“In a short time we shall be able to 
talk directly with Rridgeport, and by a 
relay system of the messages, communi- 


‘cate by the wireless telephone with Bos- 
ton and Portland,’’ said Mr. De Forest. 
* But it is only a question of the height of 
the mast before talking direct with Bos- 
ton, 

“In two weeks I expect to leave for 
England, where I go to demonstrate the 
system to the British Admiralty, that 
Government being u1.der contract to fit up 
all the ships of the navy with our in- 
struments. All of the ships of the Atlan- 
tic fleet, now on their way around the 
world, are equipped with them, and the 
officers can readily talk at a distance of 
forty miles, but I take with me to Eng- 
land a perfected apparatus which will en- 
able ships to talk with each other a dis- 
tance of seventy-five miles. 

“The demonstrations will be made on 
the warship Vernor, and I shall make the 
tests in the presence of the high officials 
of the British Navy, calling on the elec- 
trical experts on the ship for any aid I 
may need in installing the apparatus.’”’ 

Mr. De Forest is much elated over a 
modification of his system, just being de- 
veloped, by which, he asserts, any person 
within thirty miles of New York will be 


able to hear by wireless telephone any | 


opera sung in the theatres here. 

“The apparatus will be so cheap that it 
will be in the reach of every one,” said 
he. “The receiving mechanism is very 
simple, and so inexpensive that it can be |} 
installed at a cost of not more than $12. 
All the subscriber will have to do will be 
to put up a flagpole on his dwelling. The 
cost to him for the opera season ought 
not to be more than $1 a month. I have 
already succeeded in having a solo trans- 
mitted for a distance of thirty miles over 
the wir@ess, and the practicability of | 
transmitting every note of the orchestra 
and chorus by the apparatus I am now 
perfecting is not a matter of question, but 
of certainty.”

EXCHANGE BANKERS LOSE. 


Government's Demurrer in Action In- 
volving. Bogus Postal Orders Sustained 


A demurrer interposed by the Govern- 
ment in the sult against Bolognesi and 
another foreign exchange banking firm, 
growing out of their acceptance of a 
number of postal money orders fraudu- 
lently issued by Postal Clerk Marone, 
while in charge of Station 120 of the 
Brooklyn Post Office, was sustained by 
Judge Ward in an opinion filed yesterday 
in the United States Circuit Court, 

The defendants in their answer assert 
| that they paid Marone in good faith and 
in the regular course of business the full 
| face value of the money orders «n foreign 
!money, and at the time they had no 
knowledge that the orders had been 
fraudulently issued. 

Judge Ward in disposing of this claim 
says that the transaction was so unusual 
as to require inquiry on the part of the 
defendants as to Marone’s authority to 
| issue the orders before cashing them, In 
| this connection Judge Ward adés: 
| ‘* Whoever deals with the Government's 
| agent must assure himself of the agent's | 
| authority. This arises out of public policy | 
| protecting it against the tremendous re- | 
| sponsibilities that might be imposed on| 
it by faithless agents whom it cannot) 
overseee as individuals can oversee their | 


agents.”’

ANOTHER TANGLE IN 
CHICAGO TERMINAL 


The Burlington Declines to Sup- 
port Minority Holders Against 
‘ the Foreclosure. 


LEASEHOLD 


FIGHT OVER 


| 


Terminal Holdings of the Burlington 
Not Considered by That Road 


as Being of Much Value. 


Minority stockholders of the Chicago 
Terminal Transfer Company, which fur- 
|nishes terminal facilities in Chicago to 
the Burlington, the Baltimore & Ohio, and 
|other important systems, have reached 
| the conclusion, it was learned yesterday, 
| that they cannot count on any support 
from the Burlington in the fight they are 
waging against the foreclosure of the 
property under the plans outlined by the 
Baltimore & Ohio, which last year took 
over the bonds of the Terminal Company, 
upon which default had been made. 

The contest between the Baltimore & 
Ohio and the Terminal Company stock- 
holders, who are represented by a com- 
mittee headed by George I. Malcom, took 
the shape of legal proceedings to prevent 
the carrying out of the Baltimore & Ohio 
plans for the foreclosure of the property 
Subject to its own lease. The compensa- 
tion paid by the Baltimore & Ohio under 
this lease is regarded by the Terminal 


Company minority stockholders as en- 
Urely inadequate, and tney have sought to 
heve this lease set aside fn connection 
with the foreclosure proceedings now un- 
der way. 

A majority of the stock of the Terminal 
Company is held in the interests of the 
Burlington Road, while the bonds, through 
the transactions entered into last year, 
passed into the possession of the Baltt- 
more & Ohio. Thinking that the Burling- 
ton’s interests in the stock of the Ter- 
minal Company would lead that road to 
oin hands in some way with the minority 
1iolders, the Burlington interests were re- 
cently approached for the purpose of de- 
termining their position. 

It appears that the Burlington has 
taken the position that it does not regard 
its stock holdings in the Chicago Terminal 
Company as of any actual value. The in- 
ference has been drawn by the minority 
stockholders that they are thus left alone 
in their contest with the Baltimore & 
Ohio. 

The proceedings by the minority in the 
Chicago court were taken up for active 
prosecution this year after the failure of 
a plan to sell the minority stock to the 
Baltimore & Ohio on the basis of $25 per 
share of the preferred stock, but no prog- 
ress has as yet been made in these pro- 
ceedings. The hearing on a motion ef the 
minority stockholders is now set for the 
October term of court. While the reason 
assigned for the Baltimore & Ohio's fall- 
ure to carry out its plan to buy the mi- 
nority preferred stock was officially ex- 
plained on the ound that last Winter 
was not regarded as a propitious time for 
carrying out the deal with the minority 
stockholders, it was said yesterday that 
the chief reason why the Baltimore & 
Ohio did not buy was that the Directors 
felt that after buying this preferred stock 
they would still have to deal with the 
common stockholders, and they did not 
wish to enter into a transaction which 
would not fully clear up the somewhat 
tangled situation.
